“The. latest reports from China 
show that the health of the troops

town like Shanghal. Dysentery 
has been almost entirely : absent, 
and no case of cholera -has. occur 
There have 
been a number of cases of malarin, 
but the majority of these were re- 
lapsed cases contracted. in Indfa. 
Cases of pneumonia have continued 
to occur through the summer 
months. There has been a small 
outbreak of onteric fever among the 
men of: the Ist Battalion Middlesex 
Regiment, at Wei-hal-wol.. The 
first case occurred on July 14, and 
by July 29 fifteen cases had been 
admitted to hospital; but no fur- 
ther cases have since been notified. 
The source of infection {ts uncer- 
tain. Venerea! disease ‘has been a 
difficult problem from the time of

East, but the incidence. appears to 
be declining. Ample hospital ac- 


” }commodation exists, both in North 


and South China, and a convales- 
cent’ depot of 400 beds has been 
established at Wel-hai-wel _ for, 
troops from Shanghai and Hong 
Kong. during the h¢t weather.

1,000,000 MEN’ CARRYING: ON 
© CYVIL WAR 


, Agriculture, . commerce, ’ and ‘in- 
dustry. have been almost bled white, 
says the Peking correspondent of 
the British “United Press,” In the 
maintenance of the million men 
fighting in the civil war now being 
waged .{n China. Upwards of a 
dozen rival generals command the 
armies in ine or ten zones. Thoy 
ive more or’ less on the co€ntry, 
and their exacticns have throttled 
production in many provinces. 

A general review of the military 
strength.of the different armies 
shows that’ Marshal Chang Tso-I{n, 
war-lord of ‘Manchuria, originally 
of the north, has about 282,000 men 
under hia command. They are pro- 
bably the best-drilled and best- 
equipped. of all the Chinese forces. 
This army has forces on the Yang- 
tse, and reports of late’ spoke of it 
as threatening Shanghai, a threat 
which shows no sign of materialis- 
ing. Yen Shi-shan, Governor of 
Shansi, who controls that province, 
has 100,000 men. | j 

Marshal Chung Chung-chang, and 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, who con- 
trol  Shantung and: part of 
Anhwei, have about 100,000 men. 
They are nominally allies of the 
north. General Chiang Kai-shek, 
the Southern leader, has about 
200,000 men, including various pro- 
yincial forces, . allied with him. 
General Chang: Fa-kuci, a former 
Nationalist divisional commander, 
who is now in control of most of 
Kiangsi province, has 60,000 men. 

The troops of Marshal, Feng Yu- 
haiang,. the so-called “Christian 
General,” number about 90,000. . He 
is known to be short of supplies and 
equipment, and this keeps ‘him from 
risking an important campaign. 
General Tang Shen-chih, who con- 
trols most of the provinces of 
Hunan’ and Hupech, supports the 
Hankow government with about 13 
armics, totalling 122,000 men. Then, 
in addition, there are semi-indepen- 
dent armies in many of the pro- 
vinces running into’ many thou- 
sanda, It.is from these that the 
more or less “regular” forces are 
chiefly recruited. Panes a : 
Equipment and nitinitions are the 
chief cares of evary Chinese. gen- 
eral. Chang Tso-lin, because of his 
foresight in establishing munition 
plants and arsentls in Manchuria, 
has been able to maintain himeelf in 
the North against all: attacks by. his 
enemies. Although the economic 
waste in the maintenance of 80 
many men-is staggering for China, 
no one can foresee how. the con-

The radlo fan who builds his own |, 


set will. ba surprised at the .pro- 


‘| gress and changes in the standards 


of making the ‘connections within 
the past few months. Sctence has 
been working on this.problem with 
the result that greater efficiency is 
possible with less trouble, 

The usual method of using stiff, 


heavy wire with the good-looking 


right angle bends has gone into 
the discard, Tho use of. correct 
wire for this purpose greatly sim- 
plifies the construction and: the re- 
sults are far more satisfactory. 
New usage calls for flexible wire 
of the standard: variety, having a 
cotton or rubber inaulating cover- 
ing.. The best is of five to nine 
strands which js sufficient for 
carrying the current in all parts of 


the recelver. '. : 
“It ts known that the best results 
are always obtained when all bat- 
tery and low potential wires in the 
set are bunched ‘ogether and 
cabled. Cabling. {a the binding of 
the wires together at one half or 
one inch intervals with waxed cord 
or string, The advantages of this 
method are many. The wires being 
light and flexible are capable of 
easy soldering. Short circuits are 
eliminated due to the heavy insula: 
tion found on thia ‘type of wire. 
Because of- ite flexibility, mechan- 
feal rhocks and vibration do: not 
cause loose or broken connections. 
While this wire comes with three 
different coverings—rubber, cotton 
and celatsite—only the first two are 
available in tho Philippines, and 
the amateur builder will have . to 
forego the celatsite which is the 
best. Due to the pecularities of 
this climate, it {s recommended that 


4 the wire bo dipped ‘in bofling para- 


fin before using. This prevents 
noisy leaks due to collection of 
moisture. ‘ 

When available.or when ordering 
the radio fan will do well to speci- 
fy this wire in colours.. There are 
at present. over nine different 
colourings, and even more {f order- 
ed from a telephone supply house. 
Ench circuit in the receiver should 
have a different coloured covering,

trouble. For instahcu, colour may 
be uged for each of the following 
circults,—A positive, A negative, B

-BRIPPING RADIO... 
Discussed . in. the 
Philipyines. 
A Manila paper of September 22 
reporta;— : 

The house of representatives last 
evening discussed the proposal . to 
make obligatory the inatallation of 
radio in vessela of Philippine regis- 
try, but the measure falled to b 
acted upon following marked diver- 
gence of opinion among the mem- 
bers as to the size. of ateamships 
which should be objigated to carry 
radio apparatus, The bill will be 
considered further, thig afternoon, 

Representative Juan ‘ Alcazaren, 
chairman of. ‘the: house shipping 
committee, held.-that only . vessels 
of 200. gross tonnage . capacity 
should be equipped with radio. - He 
declared that tho cost of installing 
and maintaining this on small ves- 
sels would . prove too high, and 
would constitute a heavy burden 
and possible loss, to shipping own- 
ers. Steamship owners in Manila, 
according td. him, have made the 
estimate that not less than P12,000 
would be necessary for the instal- 
lation of a good'radlo system in 
any vessel, He, however, believed 


that the sum should’ not be over 


The committée pointed that if 
only boats of 200 tons be made to 
carry radio, not more than 87 
steamships in*the constwise trade 
would be affected by the proposal. 
Other,members of the house, how- 
ever, strongly recomménded that 
all steamers above 160 tons ton- 


nage capacity. be equipped with: 


radio. Out of a total of 868 const- 
wise steamers in the - Phillppines, 
only about 109 ships are of the 150 
tons capacity, it wos shown during 
the deliberations, : . 

The bill would also provide that 
all vessels of Philippine. registry,

From this little poem it is easy 
to see a revulsion of feeling; the 
eyes of the‘ people aré looking for 
the return’ of the old militariat, 
They have had enough of the new 
Moses who was to lead them into 
the land flowing with -milk and 
honey. They are calling again for 
the days of the garlic and ‘the 
pucumbers that: they enjoyed under 
the old imperlalist. The days of 
Egyptian bondage were not without 


‘bitterness but they were sweet com- 


pared with the onerous times of the 
so-called Nationalist regime, That 
the desire for a change of masters 
is real ‘fs conformed by one of the 
Methodist ‘bishops who has’ been 
visiting Chinklang and Nanking. 

He opines that 90 por cent. of 
the people in these towns look for 
the ‘early. return of Marshal Sun. 
In Chinese circles {t: {a reported 
that a deputation: has paid a visit 
to Sun with-an invitation for his 
early return, promising him a-popu- 
lar welcome.. And those who ven- 
ture ‘to prognosticate in : political 
affairs affirm that Sun will have re- 
occupied. Nanking soon. Internal 
dissensions are weakening. the’ al- 
ready weak government of Nan- 
king. The impending battle. be- 
tween its own forces in the vicinity 
of Wuhu ‘will give the quictus to 
its tottering authority. - — 

These omens and opinions lead us 
to draw the conclusion that the 
Nanking government is effete. Ac- 
cording to the natural course of 
things it cannot Insat.long. There 
is no energy to overcome the diffi- 
culties that press on it. There is 
no policy 'to stir uo the enthusiasm 
of the people: There is no leader 
to unify the .organism. As the 
Chinese .express it Ch’'un lung wu 
shou, “the community of dragons 
has no head.” More than all, “In 
the strife of arms the voice of law 
is not heard.” The only shield the 
government has ‘is this that the 
people dread any change lest it 
bring further disaster and suffering 
to the community. We are to he 
the beholders of a fresh tragedy in 
the drama of ‘the ‘public life of the 
country,’ 

, The weaker - Nanking gets the 
greater the. temporary danger to 
Shanghai, For this ‘xéason ‘that 
around Shanghai are stationed parts 
of three armies. A part.of the 
26th army which is under. the com- 
mand of Chou Feng-chi is here: 
there are also parts of the first and 
fourteenth armies here under the 
command of Ho Yin-chin. Trouble 
is to be anticipated between these 
should the power of Nanking wane. 

Hangchow has had a ‘spell of 
Peace much to the, comfort of the 
inhabitants.’ ‘This has been due" to 
the attitude of the Tupan, Chou 
Feng-chi, who ‘has abstained from 
any alllance with and’ interference 
in the affairs of the Nationalists. 
It ‘will. be remembered that’ he. re- 
fused to send troops to ald Chiang 
Kai-shek in the fighting ‘in Hau- 
chowfu. This refusal aroused the 
ire of Nanking and they have been 
trying to undernilne -his authority 
in. consequence. .. These. . secret 
machinations against him have been 
carried on for: some time. and it fa 
now reported that he finds bis posi- 
tion untenable. so the announcement 
is mado that he has definitely . Te- 
signed. -In which ‘casa, his: power 
will: pass into ‘the hands of ‘General 
Ho Yin-chin,
